Mr.  Chairman,  Mesdames  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1946,  on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  district. 

The  birth-rate  was  higher  than  in  1945,  the  figures  being  22.0 
and  19.3  per  1,000  estimated  resident  population,  respectively. 

The  death-rate  was  12.8  per  1,000  in  1946  against  11.5  per 
1,000  in  the  previous  year. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  this  year,  67.6  per  1,000  live 
births,  was  a good  deal  higher  than  last  year  when  the  figure  was 
48  per  1,000. 

The  principle  causes  of  death  in  these  young  babies,  34  of 
which  died  before  they  reached  the  age  of  one  year,  were  bronchitis 
and  pneumonia,  congenital  malformations  and  birth  injuries,  and 
premature  birth. 

There  were  37  notifications  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  and  6 
notifications  of  non-respiratory  tuberculosis  this  year  compared 
with  39  and  8,  respectively,  last  year. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  respiratory  tuberculosis  was  16 
compared  with  8 in  1945,  and  6 deaths  occurred  from  the  non- 
respiratory  type  of  the  disease  as  against  3 in  the  previous  year. 

The  incidence  of  diphtheria  during  the  year  showed  a decrease 
on  1945,  the  respective  figures  being'  2 and  12. 

The  number  of  scarlet  fever  cases  was  less  than  in  1945,  38 
as  against  58. 

I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  recording  my  grateful 
appreciation  for  the  assistance  I have  received  from  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Council  and  also  from  the  staff  of  the  Health 
and  Cleansing  Departments,  by  fellow  officials  and  the  Matron 
and  staff  of  the  Hospital.

LABORATORY  FACILITIES.

Bacteriological  examinations  are  carried 
out  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  King’s  College,  Newcastle- 
on-Tyne,  in  accordance  with  arrangements  made  between  the 
Council  and  Durham  University. 

NURSING  1 N THE  HOME. 

There  is  a Voluntary  Nursing  Association  in  the  district  which 
maintains  two  distinct  nurses. 

During  1946,  the  total  number  of  cases  nursed  was  233,  and 
the  total  number  of  visits  paid  was  8,167. 

The  Local  Authority  makes  an  annual  grant  of  ,£50  to  the 
Nursing  Association. 

HOSPITALS : PUBLIC  AND  VOLUNTARY. 

There  is  an  Isolation  Hospital  for  Infectious  Diseases  at  Heb- 
burn,  which  is  maintained  by  this  Local  Authority.  It  consists  of 
2 large  wards  and  2 small  wards.  Total  accommodation  20  beds 
and  10  cots.

open  sea,  the  state  of  the  river  is  very  highly  polluted.

I beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1946. 

Efforts  have  been  made  to  maintain  the  Public  Cleansing  Ser- 
vice to  satisfaction.  Regular  inspections  of  the  district  have  been 
made  and  no  serious  complaints  or  difficulties  have  arisen  during 
the  year. 

Much  attention  has  been  given  to  Salvage  Recovery,  but  the 
public  response  to  our  appeals  has  not  been  satisfactory.  How- 
ever, I am  of  the  opinion  that  the  position  will  gradually  improve 
in  the  future. 

No<  serious  compliants  have  arisen  during-  the  year  and  all 
effort  has  been  made  to  upkeep  an  efficient  standard  of  cleanliness 
in  the  district.

Collection  and  Dispsal  of  Refuse. 

There  were  6,406  houses  and  premises  from  which  refuse  was 
collected  and  disposed  of.  90%  of  the  refuse  collection  work  was 
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done  by  mechanical  vehicles  and  10%  by  horse-drawn  vehicles. 
The  mechanical  vehicles  consist  of  one  Leyland  Cub  Refuse  Col- 
lector and  one  Karrier  Bantam  Refuse  Collector,  the  body  capacity 
of  each  vehicle  being  7 cubic  yards.  Each  vehicle  is  manned  by  4 
loaders.  A New  Dennis  Refuse  Collector  (10  cubic  yards)  was 
purchased  on  12th  November,  1946,  to  replace  the  Karrier  Bantam 
Motor  which  is  to  be  disposed  of  after  11  years  of  service. 

One  horse  vehicle  and  one  loader  are  also  part-time  engaged 
on  House  Refuse  Collection  and  part-time  on  Scavenging  Work. 
Trade  Refuse  is  collected  from  Shops,  etc.,  on  an  average  of  three 
collections  per  week.  House  Refuse  and  Salvage  is  collected  once 
a week.  Two  large  trailer  vans,  attached  to  the  Refuse  Collection 
vehicles,  are  used  for  the  collection  of  salvage. 

The  system  of  refuse  disposal  adopted  by  this  Authority  is 
Controlled  Tipping,  and  the  Ministry  of  Health  precautions  regard- 
ing this  method  have  been  observed.  The  tipping  ground  is  the 
property  of  Messrs.  A.  Reyrolle  and  Co.  Ltd.,  and  is  situated  at 
the  west  boundary  of  the  Company’s  works.  The  site  is  suitably 
distant  from  the  residential  area,  and  no  complaints  from  the 
public  have  arisen  during  the  year  as  the  result  of  tipping  opera- 
tions on  this  site. 

By  the  kind  permission  of  Messrs.  A.  Reyrolle  and  Co.  Ltd., 
we  are  allowed  to  use  this  site  as  a refuse  disposal  tip  free  of  cost. 

In  general,  the  whole  of  this  service  has  been  maintained  to 
satisfaction  during  the  year  and  no  serious  complaints  were 
recorded . 

However,  I must  draw  attention  to  the  gradual  decline  in  Sal- 
vage Recovery.  During  the  year  we  have  made  several  appeals  to 
the  public  to  increase  their  output  of  salvage,  but  improved  results 
have  not  been  forthcoming.  The  apathy  of  the  public  to  this  ser- 
vice still  continues  but  I am  of  the  opinion  that  with  our  persistent 
efforts,  the  position  will  imporve  in  the  future. 

Street  Sweeping. 

There  are  28.81  miles  of  streets  in  the  district,  of  which  1.4 
are  swept  daily,  1.29  miles  threee  times  weekly,  2.63  miles  twice 
weekly,  and  23.49  miles  once  weekly. 

The  district  is  divided  into  eight  cleansing  areas,  and  street 
sweepings  are  deposited  at  suitable  depots  or  tips  in  each  area.  In 
built  up  areas  where  there  are  no>  convenient  tips,  sweepings  are 
collected  daily  from  each  depot. 
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During'  the  year  this  service  has  been  maintained  to  satisfac- 
tion, and  no  serious  difficulties  have  arisen. 

Gully  Cleansing, 

All  gullies  are  mechanically  cleansed  by  a Dennis  Mechanical 
Gully  Emptier  with  tank  capacity  of  750  gallons  (3501  gallons  sludge 
compartment  and  400  clean  water  compartment).  Street  Washing 
and  Sewer  Flushing  is  also  done  by  this  machine. 

There  are  2,250  gullies  in  the  district  which  are  cleansed  at 
least,  at  the  rate  of  twelve  cleansings  per  annum.  Many  of  the 
back  street  gullies  are  cleansed  at  the  rate  of  twenty  cleansings 
per  annum,  particularly  in  densely  populated  areas. 

During'  the  year  the  sewers  in  the  district  were  systematically 
flushed  and  cleansed,  and  no  serious  complaints  were  recorded.
